Jobless Fathers Works Program Extended 'Till 7966 



The unemployed fathers public works program 
in Ferry and eight other Eastern Kentucky counties 
has been extended until the end of 19G5. 

That is the local significance of the federal gov- 
ernment’s most recent assault on nation-wide poverty, 
as announced in the press and in a telegram to the 
Hazard Herald from Senator John Sherman Cooper 
this morning. 

The money for the unemployed fathers program 
Is contained in Kentucky's $10.5 million share of an 
$80 million allocation announced yesterday by the 
office of Economic Opportunity in Washington. 

Kentucky’s share is the result of a request of the 
State Department of Economic Security, the Depart- 
ment’s Commissioner, Earl V. Powell, said in a tele- 
phone conversation today. 

Powell said the new funds meant that "the exist- 
ing (unemployed fathers program) is simply being 
continued for another year." 

Asked if the continuation of the program meant 
that it would also be improved, Powell said that his 
department was well aware of the shortcomings of 



the pilot project during its first year, and that he had 
asked the government to improve it by financing such 
things as tools and professional supervision of what 
are supposed to be job-training projects. 

Powell said his request also asked that the nine- 
county project be extended to include 30 Eastern 
Kentucky counties. 

As originally conceived, the program was to pro- 
vide on-the-job training for unemployed fathers of 
dependent children. 

In practice, however, due to the lack of tools, 
equipment, transportation and professional instruc- 
tion and supervision, the projects have so far amount- 
ed mostly to make-work in local clean-up and rural 

road repair tasks. 

Powell said that, frankly speaking, the program 
as it now exists is primarily welfare, so that families 
of unemployed fathers can keep body and soul toget- 
her. 

He added, though, that he hopes the program 
can be expanded and extended up to three years so 
that it can be made more successful. 



When the unemployed fathers first went to work 
on public crews last winter, the federal government 
bore the whole expense with the understanding that 
the State would assume some of the financial burden 
July 1. 

The State did, but now, as a result of the new 
federal grant of anti-poverty money, the federal gov- 
ernment will a^iiin provide all the funds and the 
State the supervision of the program. 

Jobless fathers earn $1 an hour with a maximum 
of 160 hours work a month, depending on the families 
need as determined by the local employment apd 
public assistance offices. 

To further qualify, the father must have pre- 
school or school-age children, have been without a 
job for 90 days, and currently draw no other type of 
assistance such as unemployment compensation. 

At the end of November, over 1 100 unemployed 
fathers were working in Perry and Knott Counties 
alone Other counties participating in the project in- 
clude Breathitt, Bell, Floyd, Harlan, Leslie, Letcher 
and Pike, 



The Kentucky project was among 162 others 
across the nation approved by the Economic Opportu- 
nity Office yesterday. 

All of the money alloted to Kentucky will not go 
to the jobless fathers program. 

Some funds were set aside for literacy training 
of adults, and to help finance some of the activities 
of the Appalachian Volunteers, a gr-up of colleqe 
students who devote their free time to working with 
Appalachian communities, particularly deprived chil- 
dren. 

Here is the text of Senator Cooper’s telegram: 

“Glad to inform you that Office of Economic 
Opportunity has approved a grant ol nine million six 
hundred thousand dollars for use in nine Eastern 
Kentucky counties, including yours, to provide an- 
other year of work experience for 3,600 persons liv- 
ing in the area. The families of the participants in- 
clude some ten thousand persons who will share in 
payments made from this grant, and the program b 
heine broadened to include adult education, addi- 
tional vocational training and instruction in home 
management.”

w:ll no longer be a novelty even to see a car 
wreck, much less read about one 9 Will we con- 
tinue to blind ourselves to reality until even 
the starkest of tragedies will make absolutely 
no impression upon our consciousness? That 
terrible possibility seems to exist, in light of 
the rising highway death.rate and the increas- 
ing unconcern of automobile drivers. 

In fact, proof of the depth of our sleep is 
only one week away; yet no one seems concern- 
ed. Next week, hundreds of people are going 
to literally die as millions of homeward-bound 
cars choke the nation’s highways on Christmas 
weekend. That each individual driver has a 
choice of whether or not he will live or die 
seems to make no impression. Each driver as- 
sumes it can t happen to him, and, in refusing 
to believe that it can, foregoes his chance to 
save himself. As long as he believes in his in- 
vincibility on the highway, the only thing that 
will keep him alive as he travels next weekend 
will be pure luck. 

It would seem that human life is too pre. 
clous a thing to trust to luck; but that’s what 
most of us do as we drive along, blithely mind- 
less of the hazards of what we are doing. Even 
the death of friends or relatives in car wrecks 
seems to make no permanent impression. There 
is not even the consolation, for those who must 
die next week, that their deaths will serve as 
any kind of lesson either, for those who survive. 

That is waste of the worst kind.

The needs of children in the underdeveloped world are 
sa great, aid present such problems, that the task of allev 
lating them would be overwhelming indeed— were it not for 
encouragement ar.i support such -as we have received from 
you this year. 

Ycur cooperation with our efforts was a real godsend. We 
could have wished for no more reeptive audience, and could 
have hoped for no more generous spokesman. 

It is most gratifying to lc:ck back and to find that, once 
again, your audience was invited to show concern for the 
w^rl'IVs needv children. Allow us to exlpress our heartfelt 
gratitude on their behalf. 



As usual at this time of year, civic 
groups, churches and individuals have 
begun drives to collect food, clothing 
and toys for the ’benefit of underprivil- 
edged people in the community. The 
purpose is to see that the harsh lives of 
certain men. women and children among 
us who are poor, in this time of general 
national abundance, share in that abund 
anee on at least one day of the long and 
difficult year, on Christmas Day. the 
anniversary of the birth of Jesus Christ. 

The custom is an old one. It has 
grown from humanitarian motives 
among men of aK ages, men who have 
been moved to sympathy for the unfor 
lunate, men who have .turned that sym- 
pathy into overt action. This annual 
feeling is characterized by a sense of 
brotherhood, of love for one's fellow 
man. and a feeling of responsibility for 
r.:m. This spirit, the “Christmas Spirit ” 
is not missing from Hazard and Perry 
County in December, 1964. nor will it 
fail to fill our hearts again in December, 
lyoo. 

,. the question arises: where is 

the Christmas Spirit the other eleven 
months of the year? For we know from 
experience that this warm feeling of 
generosity and concern that now hovers 
over our community like a shining cloud 
wi.l have vanished. by January, along 
wth the other tinsel and decoration of 
the holiday season. And in its stead 
w !j come an old, familiar overcast that 
will blot out the warm rapport between 
i fivers of gifts and those who are 
! obliged to take them, and the wide gulf 
between the two peoples will be about 
the same as it always was. with no real 
difference in anybody’s life. 

That our concern for unfortunate 
neighbors is only an annual thing is re- 
grettable on several levels. But the 
saddest of these is that our routine aloof- 
ness to the needs of some of our neigh- 
bors is a violation of the teachings of 
Him whose birthday we are about to 
celebrate. The Bible is filled with ad- 
monitions to anyone who would call him 
self a Christian: “Thou shalt love thy 
neighbor as thyself: there is none other 
commandment greater than these.”
